June 24. on charges of il­ 
legal sale and possession of liquor, 
Shuyler waived

liquor. 
According to a state highway mo­ 
tor patrol, who investigated the ac­ 
cident at Cashtown. Shuyler'* sedan 
ran into the rear of a truck, owned 
by Robert H. Shull.

With 15 degrees deficiency in the 
average temperature for 19 days of 
the month of June, Friday summer 
heat in all its bolling glory arrived 
two days before summer is supposed 
to be here officially. June 21, Sun­ 
day. the longest day in the year, is 
the first day of summer. 
Today the mercury passed 93 de­ 
grees at noon, according to a re­ 
cording thermometer at the home of 
Lh*. Henry Stewart. Baltimore street 
who keeps weather records as a hob­ 
by. This is the hottest day in 1931. 
although FYiday ran a close .second 
with a peak temperature of 92 de­ 
grees.

The mercury’ never rose above 90 
degrees in June, 1930, and last year 
on this date, local residents were de­ 
claring 84 degrees as a hot day.

could not the government furnish transportation to the few who 
could and would,go, of those who saved the day. 
Not many ut 
us are left. 
“I was one of the reception committee to ret cive Pickett when 
he called on us July 3, '63. I was attached to Co. F, 14th Indiana 
Infantry, F irst Brigade, 3rd Division.” 
The veteran who wrote the above letter is J. W\ Edwards, 
Box 274, Fullerton, California. 


The borough of Gettysburg 
will have to spend a minimum 
of $35,000 for repairs to the 
present sewage disposal plant 
built in 1925 at a cast of 
alm ost $60,000 if it wants to 
avoid trouble with the state 
department of health and land 
owners living in the vicinity 
of the plant. 
T h is figure was named Fri­ 
day night by W. Dewitt Vos- 
bury, Camden, New Jersey, 
engineer, and member of the 
finn of Remington, Vosbury 
and Goff, who have made sur- 
verys of both the sewer and 
water systems of Gettysburg. 
Mr. Vosbury read a report 
on the sewage system 
and 
treatment plant to a bare 
quorum of the borough coun­ 
cil and as one member, Coun­ 
cilman Miller, was forced be­ 
cause of poor health to leave 
before the conclusion, council 
was unable to do anything but 
defer action until the next 
regular meeting of council 
early in July. 
Bod Shape 
The report gave the present sys­ 
tem and plant a poor bill of health, 
the engineers particularly scoring 
the construction and operation of 
the disposal plant, which aa was 
pointed out by Mr Vosbury to th© 
councilmen, is doing more harm 
than good. “It would be better to 
dump the sewage matter directly 
into Rock creek than run it tnrough 
the disposal under its present con­ 
struction.’ he said. 
Mr Vosbury reported on a con- 
ference held with engineers of the 
state department of health at Har-' 
rixburg within the past few weeks. 
The board of health, he explained, 
had ordered the borough to erect 
a primary and secondary disposal 
plant tfi replace the present struc­ 
ture 
Mr. Vosbury estimated thle 
would cost the borough $100,000 
He declared that “after discussing 
the matter and viewing the problem 
from ail angles, it was the opinion 
of the department that although 
the borough is obligated to con­ 
struct a plant including secondary 
treatment, for the present time a 
promary treatment plant would be 
acceptable.” 
The report continues that: 
Recommendations 
"This decision was made contin­ 
gent upon the following conditions. 
which we have approved as the best 
solution of the problem. These con­ 
ditions are: 
“That the present treatment 
plan be reconstructed and that 
such reconstruction include an 
increased capacity up to 900,000 
gallons per day; a new influent 
channel to the Imhoff tanks; a 
new and improved type of con­ 
tact chamber; new sludge drying 
bed; and a diversion chamber for 
by-passing flood waters. 
That the effluent be chlorinat­ 
ed and discharged directly into 
Rock creek. 
“That before any work is done, 
plans and specifications be drawn 
up in accordance with the fore­ 
going and submitted to the de­ 
partment of health for approval." 
Mr. Vosbury explained that the 
technical terms influent and efflu­ 
ent meant, the incoming and the 
outgoing product of the plant re­ 
spectively. 
Sewer Mains 
In outlining the troubles with the 
present sewage system, the survey 
engineers found many things to 
criticize, but some things were con­ 
sidered praiseworthy. 
Mr. Vosbury’s report pointed out 
that apparently the sewer system 
through the town had been laid 
piecemeal as needed without any 
‘master plan”, so that many mis­ 
takes had occurred. He named in 
particular the main on West Broad­ 
way and that on North Stratton 
t street. 
The West Broadway sewer, 
h® 
explained to council, had not been 
placed deep enough so that at til© 
point where it ends, it i* almost 
out of the ground, thus making it 
impossible to extend it any further 
I west to service houses on Emmits­ 
burg road 
and adjacent streets. 
Homes in that section now hava 
their own sewer system which is not 
connected wtth the borough’s main,

SINCLAIR LEWIS 
CHANGES MIND 


Tells Home Folk His Prairie 
Birthplace W as 
Friendly.

8auk Centre, Minn. (AP).—Main 
street is at peace once again with 
its favorite son and worst critic. 
Its pavement still burns under 
the noonday sun. gangs still gath­ 
er around the drugstore corner and 
sing 
“Sweet Adeline”—but some­ 
where, somehow, things seem a lit­ 
tle better since Sinclair Lewis an­ 
nounced that Main street, after all. 
is “all right." 
He didnt come out here and 
make a speech at a local luncheon 
club; Instead he was given space in 
the high school annual to pen his 
impressions of the town which once 
felt some pretty intensive resent­ 
ment when it was accepted as the 
locale of scenes in his best seller, 
"Main Street.” 
Writers In Demand 
If he could have a second boy­ 
hood. Lewis writes in the annual 
"O-Sa-Ge,” he again would choose 
a prairie village, and in his article 
Main streeters believe they read an 
explanation that his novel never 
was aimed directly at its people, 
ways and talk at all. 
“It is extraordinary how deep is 
the impression made by the place 
of one’s birth and rearing and how 
lasting are its memories," Lewis 
said under the title, "The Long Arni 
of the Small Town.” 
"It is 29 years now since I left 
Sauk Centre to go east to college. 
In this more than a quarter of a 
century I have been back two or 
three times for a couple of months, 
several times for a couple of weeks, 
but otherwise I have been utterly 
out of touch with the town. Yet it 
is as vivid in my mind as though I 
had left there yesterday. 
Streets Friendly 
"I find myself thinking of its 
streets and its people and the fa­ 
miliar, friendly faces when I go on 
the great avenues of New York. 
Paris, Berlin or Stockholm; when I 
am in little stony hilly villages of
